conscripted men for machine-shop oc- 
cupations, blacksmithing, 's'aeet-metal 
•working, and pipe fitting has been pre- 
pared by the Federal Board lor Voca- 
tional Education'and will be distribut- 
ed to the schools 
throughout 
the 


country as soou as it can be printed. 
It is known as Bulletin No. 8. . 


"There is a critical and constantly 


growing need for many thousands o£ 
mechanics and technicians for Army 
occupations carried on in and behind 
the lines oJ the United States Army,'" 
declares the Board 
for 
Vocational 


Education." "Many of 'these workers, 
already"erperienced in. similar occu- 
pations of civil life, will be secured 
through the draft and 
possibly 


through voluntary enlistment 
It Is 


recognized by those iri a position to 
know that the quotas thus obtained 
will not be sufficient, and that it will 
be necesary to give special training 
to many thousands of men for various 
occupations and in various ways. The 
War Department has taken definite 
steps to provide for this training sys- 
tematically through Army schools and 
In some Instances at cantonments, but 
largely at -the industrial, trade, and 
engineering schools of tbe country."
